Honorable  Sir: 

We  wish  to  submit  the  Forty-Second  Annual  Report 
of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  covering  the  oper¬ 
ations  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1966. 

Net  profit  from  sales  of  liquor  and  beer  amounted 
to  $29,233,691,  an  increase  of  $2,500,347  over  the 
previous  year  due  largely  to  higher  volume  of  sales. 


DISTILLERY,  BREWERY  AND  WINERY  LICENSES 

One  distillery,  seven  breweries  and  two  wineries 
were  licensed.  Products  of  the  distillery  and  breweries 
were  subjected  to  both  regular  and  spot  analyses  and  a 
high  standard  of  quality  was  maintained.  One  winery  did 
not  proceed  with  the  marketing  in  Alberta  of  its  produc¬ 
tion  and  renounced  its  intention  of  establishing  a  per¬ 
manent  winery  or  continuing  operations  in  Alberta 
following  expiry  of  its  winery  license  March  31st,  1966. 


HOTELS 

BEVERAGE  ROOM  AND  BEER 
VENDORS’  LICENSES 

As  at  March  31st,  1965,  there  were  four  hundred 
and  thirty-two  (432)  licensed  hotels  in  operation.  During 
the  year  1965-1966,  licenses  were  issued  to  one  (1) 
hotel. 

The  Wetaskiwin  Hotel  at  Wetaskiwin  did  not  apply 
for  licenses  for  the  year  1965-1966  and  was  later 
demolished. 

The  licenses  of  the  Duchess  Hotel  at  Duchess  were 
surrendered  to  the  board  and  not  replaced. 
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A  total  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  (431)  licensed 
hotels  were  in  operation  at  March  31st,  1966. 

Hotels  sold  during  the  year  numbered  fifty-six  (56) , 
compared  to  sixty  (60)  during  the  previous  year. 

A  total  of  sixteen  (16)  hearings  were  held  in  respect 
to  violations  of  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act, 
The  Liquor  Licensing  Act  and  The  Regulations  which 
resulted  in  twelve  (12)  warnings  or  severe  reprimands 
and  suspension  of  beverage  room  licenses  and  beer 
vendors’  licenses  in  four  (4)  hotels,  as  undernoted:

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In  all  cases,  owners  or  operators  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  appear  before  the  board  to  discuss  details 
of  infractions  and  to  make  representations,  either  per¬ 
sonally  or  through  counsel,  prior  to  decisions  being 
reached  by  the  board. 

In  furthering  its  policy  of  maintaining  and  improving 
the  generally  high  standard  of  accommodation  and 
service  in  licensed  hotels  throughout  the  province,  the 
board  received  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the  Alberta 
Hotel  Association  and  its  officers. 


DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES  IN 
HOTELS  LICENSED  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  BEER 

This  year  seven  (7)  additional  dining  lounge 
licenses  and  six  (6)  additional  lounge  licenses  were 
issued  with  respect  to  new  dining  lounge  and  lounge 
premises  in  hotels  making  a  total  of  fifty-four  (54)  dining 
lounge  licenses  and  fifty  (50)  lounge  licenses  operative 
in  hotels  licensed  for  the  sale  of  beer,  compared  to  forty- 
seven  (47)  dining  lounges  and  forty-four  (44)  lounges 
in  the  previous  year. 

Entertainment  authorizations  in  conjunction  with 
twenty  (20)  of  the  above  noted  dining  lounge  licenses 
were  issued  this  year  compared  to  seventeen  (17)  in 
the  previous  year.

One  seasonal  club  beer  and  one  seasonal  club 
liquor  license  was  not  renewed. 

One  club  beer  license  was  suspended  during  the 
license  year  for  illegal  possession  and  consumption  of 
liquor  in  the  club  premises  on  a  Sunday. 


CANTEENS 

Twenty-eight  (28)  canteen  beer  licenses  were 
issued,  which  is  seven  (7)  less  than  the  previous  year 
and  is  accounted  for  by  a  reduction  or  integration  of 
military  establishments. 

Thirty-four  (34)  canteen  liquor  licenses  were  issued 
compared  to  thirty-nine  (39)  licenses  for  the  previous 
year. 
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Canteens  and  messes  operate  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  Canada. 

Details  of  all  licenses  issued  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  “A”. 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  board  wishes  to  express  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  R.C.M.P.  and  to  the  City 
and  Municipal  Police  throughout  the  province  for  their 
efficient  co-operation  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  The 
Liquor  Control  Act  and  The  Liquor  Licensing  Act. 

The  officials  and  staff  of  the  Department  of  the 
Attorney  General  provided  valuable  assistance  and  guid¬ 
ance  during  the  past  year  which  the  board  acknowledges 
with  gratitude. 


GENERAL 

A  total  of  two  hundred  and  forty-five  (245)  Inter¬ 
dictions  was  placed  during  the  year  compared  to  three 
hundred  and  twenty-four  (324)  in  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  Interdictions  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  nine  hundred  and  seventy-one  (971)  compared  to 
one  thousand  and  eighty-one  (1,081)  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  year. 

Payments  by  the  board  to  the  Government  of 
Canada  during  the  fiscal  year  for  Customs  and  Excise 
Duties  and  sales  taxes  amounted  to  $16,574,355,  an 
increase  of  $2,227,449. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  sales  tax  and  gallonages 
tax  paid  directly  to  the  Government  of  Canada  by  Alberta 
breweries  amounted  to  $10,092,542.

Board  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1966. 

Physical  inventories  of  liquor,  beer,  containers,  etc.,  were  taken  at 
March  31,  1966,  by  officials  of  the  Board.  Quantities  were  certified  by 
respective  warehouse  and  store  managers. 

Stocks  were  priced  at  cost  landed  in  bond  or  duty  paid  cost  in  ware¬ 
houses.  The  cost  of  transferring  stock  from  warehouses  to  stores  was  not 
included  in  the  inventory  valuation. 

Inventories  included  goods  on  consignment  amounting  to  $737,586.02, 
the  corresponding  liability  being  included  with  accounts  payable  on  the 
Balance  Sheet. 

The  appropriation  of  profits  for  capital  account  and  reserve  fund  as 
provided  by  Section  25  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act  amounted  to  $10,164,807.77 
as  at  March  31,  1966,  after  providing  $500,000.00  from  the  net  income  of 
the  year. 

The  following  items  are  not  reflected  in  the  Balance  Sheet  of  the 
Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board: 

(A)  A  contingent  liability  in  respect  of  non-contributory  pensions 
which  may  be  awarded  upon  employees  reaching  retirement  age.
